The  police  chief  said  Samuel  Perrin  Taylor,  the  student  who 
was  attacked  by  Arthur  Washington,  a soldier  on  furlough,  and  his 
'brother  John  Taylor  suffered  only  bruises. 

Autherine  Lucy,  the  university’s  first A Negro  student,  was 
driven  from  the  campus  by  mobs  Feb.  6.  Tompkins  quoted  Arthur 
Washington  as  saying,  they  “had  no  reason  for  the  attack.  We  just 
wanted  to  get  even  with  somebody  for  the  way  they  treated  Miss 
Lucy.”
